Somal Service in General Social Service is applied Chris- 
tianity.

It is the process of putting into society the leaven 
of the Gospel by which Society must be purified. 

Socal Service is that part of our Baptist program which 
seeks to deal with crime, immortality, poverty, disease and 
everything that coneerns Society as a whole, 

Social problems must be met and mastered, not only by 
the Chorehes as such, but by our Christian citizenship, other- 
Wise our whole Social and Christian fabrie will fall into decay 

nl we as a nation will pass from the earth and be numbered 
with the nations of the past who have forgotten God. 

Christian citizens deal with these problems: (1) through 
preventive measures, sanitation, hygiene, law enforcement: 
2) through eorrective measures prisons, asylums, reforma- 
tories, and (3) through relief measures, hospitals, orphanages, 

omowill centrs, and eare of old preachers, ete 

very ageney that seeks to deal with these problems 
‘long lines consistent with Baptist principles should have 
the hearty cooperation of our Churches. 

Seme such agencies not under Baptist direction are as 
follows : 


1—Law Enforcement 


Aside from loeal machinery for law enforeement In every 
community, the ageneies that should -have the fullest sym- 
pathy ef every Baptist in the prosecution of their work are 
the Anti-Saloon League and the Federal Prohibition enforce: 
ment offfeers. The work of these departments cannot be 
made effective except through the active cooperation of the 
churches, No eommuity wil! have more moon-shining and 
hootlegging than*is countenanced by the churches. 

The Federal Prohibition Director acknowledges with 
vratitnde the great help he hes received from the Baptists of 
Mississippi and earnestly solicits their influence and continned 
cooperation with his department.

». Any member being desirous to speak shall rise and 
address the Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed 
'o speak at a time, who shall not be interrupted while speak- 
ing, unless he departs from the subject, or make personal 
refleetions 

6. No. person shall speak more than once on the same 
subject until all who wish to speak shall have an opportunity 
hor more than twiee upon any subject with out permission. 

7. Every question introduced for discussion shall be de- 
cided before another is offered, unless it be laid over. on mo- 
tion, with the consent of the mover of the resolution. 

S. The Association shall in all eases be governed by a 
majority of the members present, except in the reception of 
churches where a unanimous vote shall be required. But in 
no case shall one member or church prevent the reception of 
a church without sufficient cause shown, which shall be de- 
termined by a majority.
